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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 9 and 15 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being substantial duplicate of 
claims 7 and 14, respectively. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so 
close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the 
allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 8/15/05, with respect to the rejections of claims 1-15 under 
the previous Office action have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further review, a new ground of objection is made 
because claims 9 and 15 are duplicate claims of 7 and 14. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8 and 10-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The reference (Hoiness) differs from the present claim (claim 1) in that the claim 
has a continuous phase of a liquid crystalline polymer (LCP) as matrix resin. The 
secondary reference (Swirbel) teaches a resin (a polyfluorocarbon, or an LCP or an 
aramid) is used to coat copper foil to lower dielectric constant. However, Swirbel also 
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fails to disclose or suggest that the present composition comprising about 5-25% by 
weight of particulate aramid, 5-40% by weight of particulate perfluorinated polymer, 0- 
15% by weight hollow glass or quartz or spheres in LCP matrix.
